Bomarc Befuddled 


r E LIBERAL PARTY’S arKument that Canadian 
Boinarc ndMlIea need only be equipped avith nu¬ 
clear warheads to become effective bi (lending Can¬ 
ada and the United States against aerial attack hsa 
been oonchisively destnowd by U.S. Defence Secretary 
McNamara who stated last week that one of the 
major ums of the Bomarc bases was to draw enemy 
bailietk miaaile (Ire In the event of war. 

For some time now Prime Minister Dlefenbaker 
hag been telHng the country that the Bomarc mlHlIe 
is obeeJeeo en t inaonuch that It can no longer do the 
Job (or which it was originally Intended. Liberal 
leader Leeter Pearson, in an awkward attempt to 
recover from Mr. McNamara's knockout blow to his 
party's niiclaar policy, now tries to blame the Con¬ 
servative government (or thia. 

The (act is. o( course, that when Canada agreed 
to taMall two Bomarc baM at the inMelenoe of the 
U£. govenunent, the Boonarc was considered the be^ 
aidi-aircraft weapon avahable. 

-3-It was only after the CanadUn government ac¬ 
cepted the responsibility of building the bases as part 
ol its raspnniihllltjr under NORAD that the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Defence changed its views on the ef- 
(cctiveneH of the miasile. Mr. Melvin Conant, a 
feDow of the American Council on Foreign Relations 
and former naember of the faculty of the U.S. Na¬ 
tional War College, makes this clwr In his recenily 
published work on the defence of North Americs: 
"The Long Polar Watch,” now considered the most 
comprehensive textbook on Canada's role In the de¬ 
fence of tMs condnent. 

”As a matter of fact,” he writes, "almort imme- 
dlateiy after Canada's adoptloo of tha Bomarc, the 
U,S. Department of Defence settled a long-sunding 
dispute by cutting back drastically its programmed 
expenditurea for the further development and pro¬ 
duction of the Bpmarc." 

The reasons why the U.S. government suddenly 
changed Its mind regarding the Bomarc have only 
comparatively reoenUy em e rged. The first of these 
Is that the Bomarc tilled a high rate of failures In 
its testa; the second (and far more aerloua) was that 
mWle tachnotogy hu completely overtaken the Bo* 
marc to render It today as isiaftil aa a dtog Mwt agatoat 
a battleahip. Bigger and better air-to-air, groi^-to- 
air and air-to-ground guided rocketa have now been 
Inwnted and are alraa'iy In the mass productlan stag* 
in both the United Stales snd Rumis. 

Hih too, Mr. Pearson claims. Is the prime min- 
ister’g fault. But unlike the Liberal leader and King 
Canute, Mr. Dlefenbaker haa never boasted the abil¬ 
ity to bold back the tide. 

It is, aa Mr. Dlefenbaker freely admits, not with¬ 
in the government's oompetenoe to atop time frtxn 
mowing Corwaid, and k is only time which baa re- 
nwwd Boraaic as a uaeful wfpnn in the defence of 
Canada and the United Staten. Mr. Pea r son wOl not
